College is sending out letters to 
many students this week to no- 
tify them that they are on strict 
probation, according to Dr. Lu- 
ella Hall, chairman of the coun- 
eil. 

Students that are on strict pro- 
bation will be checked on every 
six weeks and if they work falls 
below. a “C” average they will 
bé subject to dismissal from col- 
lege. A student may, however, 
petition the academic council for 
a hearing. 

The academic council is com- 
posed of Dr. Luella Hall, chair- 
man; Mr. Jerry Girdner, secre- 
tary; Mr. Karl Bengston, Mr. 
Claud Addison, Mr. Henry Cas- 
sady, and Miss June Handley. 

According to the council, up 
to this time minimum. scholar- 
ship requirements. are somewhat 


relaxed but now the college is

going to hold strictly to the rules 
pertaining to probation. 

To be placed on probation a 
student has to have a deficiency 


of more than six grade points at | 


the close of his first semester or 
less than a “C” average in any 
other. semester. 

A “C” average means as many 
grade points as units. A grade 
“A”. counts three grade’ points 
per: unit, ‘a “B” will get two 
grade points per unit. All other 
grades will receive no points. 

If the student has not made up 
his deficiency in the next se- 
mester, he will be placed on 
strict probation and after that 
he may be dismissed. 

Students. are reminded that 
when they are on probation they 
are not permitted to carry less 
than 10% units and not more 
than 15% units.

A Hartnell Flying Club com- 
mittee met last Tuesday to draw 
up the constitution and by-laws. 
These they will take to District 
Attorney Anthony Brazil to have 
legalized. The club will be a le- 
gal organization. 


The club has already made a 
$100 down payment on a J-3 Pi- 
per three-place cabin plane. Be- 
fore the purchase; the plane was 
thoroughly checked by Mr. Jay 
Hickenlooper, teacher of the avi- 
ation shop at Hartnell A. and M. 
Mr. Hickenlooper claims “the 
plane is practically brand new” 
and “in excellent condition.” At 
present the plane has had 15 
hours on the motor. The total 
cost is only $712 and therefore 
it is a very good buy. 

The plane is the joint property 
of the flying club and the stu- 
dent body. It does not belong 
to the district or the school. All 
affairs pertaining to the plane 
will be handled by the members. 

After eight hours of flight, 
members receive a student cer- 
tificate which enables them. to 
fly solo if they follow ground 
instructions. After 40 hours of 
flight —ten hours dual and 30 
hours solo—students will get a 
private: license. 

The club has located a pilot 
who will give flying instruction 
for a very reasonable fee. 

Costs per member at present 
are $15 initiation fee, $2 a month 
dues and $2.50 per hour when 
flying. The initiation fee will 
cover two semesters and the sum- 
mer. 

The Flying Club members and 
the J-3 Piper plane are fully pro- 
tected by personal and_= public 
liability insurance. 

Since the plane belongs to the 
students, they will be permitted 
to fly at any time unless the 
plane is being used by others,
